Under  the  watchful  eye 
of  veteran  coach  Herb  John- 
son, the  Drury  track  team 
has  raced  to  six  successive 
victories.  Drury' s  first  meet 
was  a  tri-meet  against 
Pittsfield,  the  perennial 
Western  Mass.  power,  and 
West  Springfield.  Due  to 
poor  weather  conditions, 
the  Blue  Devils  could  not 
hold  any  substantial  prac- 
tice sessions  and  finished 
third  in  the  meet. 

But  the  Devils,  led  by 
co-captains  Cory  Thurston 
and  Scott  Canedy.  rallied 
to  overpower  Turners  Falls. 
Taconic,  Mt.  Greylock,  and 
arch-rival  Adams.

Drury  Basketball  1969-70 

The  Drury  Basketball  season  opened  with  a 
victory  against  the  Pacers  of  Chicopee.  VVavne 
Duval,  who  was  not  in  the  starting  lineup, 
scored  an  impressive  15  points  in  the  70-53  win. 
The  winning  streak  was  now  possible. 

The  season's  second  game  was  plaved  at  West 
Springfield,  with  a  very  fine  second  period  help- 
ing Drury  to  clinch  the  victory.  The  49-27  half- 
time  lead  was  paced  by  fine  work  on  the  part 
of  Capt.  Mike  Kirby  and  Jeff  Noel.  Mike  also 
led  in  the  scoring  column  with  31  points.  The 
final  score  was  82-71. 

The  season's  third  game  was  against  Lee, 
the  team  that  defeated  the  Blue  Devils  in  the 
Coiintv  Championship  game  in  March,  1969.  The 
crushing  76-52  victory  was  ample  vengence  for 
Drury,  and  in  a  return  engagement  with  Chicopee, 
this  time  at  their  own  court,  the  Blue  Devils 
scored  their  fourth  victory  defeating  the  Pacers 
74-52. 

Drury  again  scored  sweet  vengence  by  defeating 
Springfield  Tech  in  the  fifth  game  of  the  season. 
Springfield  Tech  was  the  team  that  broke  the 
Blue  Devil's  17  game  winning  streak  in  1969. 
The  86  points  racked  up  against  Tech  was  the 
highest  score  of  the  young  season.  Capt.  Mike 
Kirby,  Jeff  Noel,  Carey  Dassatti,  and  Wayne  Duval 
all  were  in  double  figures  for  Drury. 

Undefeated  Adams  hoped  to  break  the  Drurv 
winning  streak,  but  the  Hurricanes  met  their 
masters  in  the  opening  game  of  the  NBL  season, 
losing  to  the  Devils  67-60.  Bob  Magnifico,  Jeff 
Noel,  Carey  Dassatti,  and  Capt.  Mike  Kirbv  were 
Drury's  star  players.  The  win  left  the  Devils  with 
a  6-0  record  and  an  opportunity  to  extend  last 
year's  12-0  NBL  record. 

Drury  captured  the  first  half  of  the  North 
Adams  City  Championship  by  scoring  an  impres- 
sive victory  over  the  Gaels  of  St.  Joe,  N.A.  The 
game's  final  score  was  78-45  with  Bob  Magnifico 
as  high  scorer  with  15  points. 

The  Devils'  first  difficult  confrontation  came 
against  Taconic  of  Pittsfield  in  which  the  NBL's 
top  defensive  Team,  Drury  was  pitted  against  the 
NBL's  top  offensive  team,  Taconic.  The  Blue 
Devils  trailed  most  of  the  first  half,  but  a  surge 
by  the  Devils,  together  with  a  fantastic  half 
court  swish  by  Paul  LaCross  on  the  half  time 
buzzer  provided  the  spark  needed  to  motivate 
our  team  and  ample  reason  for  the  Drurv  Bleach- 
ers to  explode  with  cheering.  The  game  left 
Drury  and  St.  Joe  (P)  as  the  two  remaining  un- 
defeated teams  in  the  NBL  and  the  Devils  with 
their  closest  victory,  49-43. 

The  next  three  games  of  the  season  were  all 
victories  for  the  Blue  Devils.  The  eighth  victory, 
against  Wahconah  at  the  Armory  ended  with  the 
Blue  Devils  on  top  76-53.  The  ninth,  plaved 
against  an  inexperienced  Mt.  Greylock  team 
found  Drury'  ahead  most  of  the  game.  The 
winning  score  was  83-51  in  the  Devils'  favor. 
The  tenth  victory,  against  the  Generals  of 
Pittsfield  High  at  the  Armory,  left  the  Drury  fans 
and  team  pushing  for  a  coveted  100  point  tally. 
The  goal  was  missed  by  a  sad  5  points  with  the 
Generals  giving  all  they  had  to  keep  the  Devils 
under  the  century  mark.  Final  score  was  Drury 
95,  Pittsfield  66. 

Drury's  twelfth  confrontation  was  against  St.

Joseph's  of  Pittsfield,  the  pre-season  pick  for  NBL 
runner-up.  Dniry  had  trailed  by  as  much  as  13 
points  until  the  middle  of  the  second  period 
when  the  Blue  Devils  tossed  in  14  straight  points 
to  take  the  lead.  From  that  point  on,  St.  Joe 
never  led  again.  Jeff  Noel  was  high  scorer  with 
17  points.  The  final  score  was  64-58,  Dniry. 

As  the  season  progressed,  a  group  of  Varsity 
Club  members  who  were  not  on  the  Basketball 
team  united  to  form  the  Dniry  Bleacher  Bums. 
The  Bums  held  their  own  place  of  honor  at 
the  east  end  of  the  Armory,  and  at  the  away 
games,  they  were  sure  to  congregrate  in  a  pro- 
minent spot  to  help  lead  in  the  cheers,  many  of 
which  were  their  own  creations.  The  most  famous 
cheer  was,  "Yeah  Bucky,  Yeah  Bullett!!  Yeah, 
yeah,  Bucky  Bullett!" 

In  a  broiling  gym  covered  with  low-humored 
pro-Adams  sign,  the  Hurricanes  once  again  tried 
to  perform  the  upset  victory  they  needed  to  knock 
out  the  Devils  for  first  place.  The  game  seesawed 
for  first  three  periods,  but  a  Drury  surge  in  the 
fourth  gave  the  Devil's  the  18  point  win,  69-51, 
and  their  13th  consecutive  victory. 

The  Blue  Devils  clinched  the  second  half  of 
their  second  consecutive  City  Championship  in 
the  second  battle  with  St.  Joseph  of  North  Adams. 
There  seemed  to  be  no  question  of  who  would 
win  and  onlv  the  margin  of  victorv  was  in  ques- 
tion. The  final  score  was  74-43,  Drury. 

In  the  second  encounter  with  Wahconah,  Drury 
once  agains  emerged  as  the  victor.  The  victory 
marked  the  100th  win  for  Coach  Lamarre  and 
the  22nd  consecutive  win  for  Drurv  in  the  NBL 
over  a  two  year  span.  Mike  Kirby  was  high  scorer 
with  22  points  with  Carey  Dassatti,  Jeff  Noel 
and  Roger  Belleau  in  double  figures.  The  score: 
Dniry  75,  Wahconah,  46. 

Taconic  met  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Devils 
for  a  second  time  at  the  Armory.  However,  the 
Devils  almost  ended  up  grabbing  defeat  from  the 
jaws  of  victory  when  a  determined  surge  by  the 
Braves  cut  the  lead  to  one  point  with  only  a 
minute  left  to  play.  The  Devils  were  able  to 
hold  their  lead  and  won  67-64. 

Bv  a  misunderstanding,  the  Drury  fans  heard 
that  Adams  had  lost  its  game  to  Wahconah, 
thus  giving  the  NBL  title  to  the  Blue  Devils. 
In  a  traditional  gesture,  the  nets  were  cut  at 
the  end  of  the  Taconic  game,  but  the  shower 
toss  for  Coach  Lamarre  and  Cirardi  had  to  be 
postponed  as  the  Teams  and  fans  discovered  that 
Adams  had  actually  won  and  that  the  title  was 
still  undecided. 

Thus,  the  NBL  title  rested  on  the  next  game 
against  Mt.  Greylock.  Again,  the  tension  for  a 
100  point  victory  was  in  the  air  as  the  Devils 
closed  the  first  period  with  26  points  and  the 
second  period  with  60.  A  basket  by  Curt  Boisjolie 
with  2:20  remaining  boosted  the  score  from  99 
to  101  points  for  the  Devils  against  the  Mounties 
48.  The  final  score  was  Dniry  107,  Mt.  Greylock, 
57.  Thus,  the  Blue  Devils  clinched  their  second 
consecutive  NBL  crown,  the  NBL  high  scoring 
record  (which  had  been  97  points  scored  by  Dniry 
in  1966  against  Wahconah.),  a  17-0  record,  and 
the  first  Dniry  game  in  which  all  Dniry  players 
entered  the  scoring  column.  Drury  remained  the 
only  undefeated  schoolboy  team  in  Western  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The  last  two  NBL  games  of  the  season  were 
plaved  against  Pittsfield  and  St.  Joe  (P).  Dnirv 


easily  defeated  the  Generals  at  the  Boy's  Club 
before  a  small  crowd.  Drury  broke  last  year's  17 
game  consecutive  win  record  by  defeating  Pitts- 
field,  79-51.  The  Crusaders  of  St.  Joseph's  proved 
to  be  a  tougher  opponent,  however.  Their  team 
was  intent  on  a  victory  and  an  upset  and  Drury 
had  to  stave  off  several  rallies  to  gain  the  61-55 
victory.  Twice  Drury's  lead  was  cut  to  one 
point,  but  with  58  seconds  remaining,  Capt. 
Mike  fvirbv  ancl  Jeff  Noel  clinched  the  win.  The 
official  NBL  season  ended  with  Drury  possessing 
a  26-0  two  year  record. 

For  the  Berkshire  County  Title,  the  Devils 
had  to  play  the  Millionaires  of  Lenox,  undefeated 
12-0  in  their  SBL  league.  It  was  the  worst  night 
of  the  vear  for  the  Devils,  but  a  surge  in  the  last 
quarter  gave  the  crown  to  Drurv,  67-59. 

Without  question,  Drury  was  given  the  first 
place  seat  for  the  Western.  Mass.  Tourney  with 
a  20-0  record.  Arch-rival,  Adams  was  given  fourth 
place  and  Taconic  won  eigth  place  by  defeating 
Agawam  in  a  play-off.  Thus,  the  Blue  Devils  had 
to  face  their  toughest  rival,  Taconic,  in  the  first 
game  of  the  tourney.  The  battle  proved  to  be 
one-sided  as  the  Devils  held  the  Braves  scoreless 
from  the  floor  for  the  first  period  and  defeated 
them  7.3-48  in  one  of  the  best  executed  games  of 
the  season.  In  their  game,  Adams  upset  Holvoke 
Catholic  to  join  Drury  in  the  semi-finals. 

The  night  of  the  semi-finals  brought  the  first 
occasion  in  which  Drury  fans  rooted  for  Adams 
hoping  for  the  opportunity  to  slaughter  the  Hur- 
ricanes in  the  finals.  However,  Adams  lost  out  to 
Springfield  Cathedral,  thus  making  the  Drury  win 
necessarv  so  as  the  Berkshires  would  still  have  a 
representative  in  the  finals.  Drury  faced  Spring- 
field Classical  in  the  second  game  of  the  night. 
Drurv  maintained  a  comfortable  lead  for  most 
of  the  game.  Drury  won,  69  to  66  for  the  season's 
22nd  victory,  with  Capt.  Kirby  scoring  an  im- 
pressive 22  points. 

However,  this  game  proved  to  be  the  last  win 
for  the  Devils  as  the  confrontation  with  Cathedral 
proved  to  be  the  coldest  night  of  the  season  for 
the  Devils.  It  was  an  extremely  close  game  which 
remained  undecided  until  the  last  minute  of  play- 
in  which  the  Devils  trailed  by  one.  The  victory 
and  crown  went  to  Cathedral  in  the  first  victory 
over  Drury  for  their  school.  Drury  ended  up  with 
the  Bunner-up  title  but  still  held  a  seat  in  the 
State  Tourney  in  Boston  Garden,  the  return  many 
had  prayed  for. 

However,  Drurv  was  seated  last  and  was  forced 
to  plav  Catholic  Memorial,  the  only  other  team 
who  had  gone  undefeated,  53-0.  The  Devils  had 
hoped  to  meet  this  team  on  an  equal  basis,  and 
once  again  turned  cold,  losing  42-78.  Memorial 
was  not  invincible  either,  though,  as  they  lost 
the  finals  to  Boston  English,  57-50. 

Thus  ended  Drury's  best  season.  22-2.

TRACK  SUMMARY 

The  1970  track  season  opened  in  mid-April  with  the 
Interclass  Meet,  in  which  the  Juniors  scored  80  points 
against  the  53,  15,  and  15  scored  by  the  Seniors,  Sophomores, 
and  Freshmen  respectively. 

The  Tri-Meet  against  West  Springfield  and  Pittsfield 
resulted  in  a  loss  for  Drury,  Pittsfield  scoring  78V&  points, 
Springfield  42  and  Drury  41V2.  The  loss  was  revenged  by 
six  consecutive  victories  against  Turner's  Falls  (87-50), 
Mt.    Greylock    (77-54),    Taconic    (75-56),    Adams   (70-60), 


Mohawk  (85*4-45%),  and  Wahconah  (100-31). 

Co-Captains  Scott  Canedy,  and  Corv  Thurston,  along 
with  Tony  Canale,  Dan  Bourdon,  and  Bob  LeClair  com- 
peted in  the  Western  Mass.  Tournament.  Ed  Allard,  Kurt 
Van  Steemburg,  Carey  Dassatti,  and  Bill  Rivard  ran  the 
relay.  Drury  placed  fifth  in  the  tournament. 

During  the  course  of  the  season,  Cory  Thurston  broke 
Jim  Davis's  pole  vault  record  by  jumping  12'6*4".  Scott 
Canedy  came  within  *4  of  a  second  of  breaking  the  school 
two-mile  record.  Cory  was  high  scorer  for  the  vear  with 
74  points,  other  high  scorers  including  Bob  Le  Clair  with 
53,  Tony  Canale  (47),  Kurt  Van  Steemburg  (39),  Ed  Wilk 
(30),  Dan  Bourdon  and  Bob  Magnifico  with  29  each  and 
Scott  Canedy  with  27.  Other  track  men  in  double  figures 
for  the  year  were  Carey  Dassatti,  Fran  Beebe,  Tony  Nuval- 
lie,  Bill  Rivard,  Ed  Luscia,  Dick  Pevoski,  Ed  Allard,  Mike 
Falcon,  Richard  Taskin  and  John  Bourdon. 

The  season  record  was  6-1,  a  great  improvement  over 
the  records  of  the  past  three  years.  In  1969,  Drury  won  4, 
lost  4  and  tied  1.  In  1968,  the  team  won  5  and  lost  3.  In 
1967  the  season  ended  with  a  7-3  record  for  the  Blue  Devils.
